Matt Beckstedt, M S Director, explained the technol ogical benefits of this systemand stated that their next step will be to use
parts of this in the District Attorney's office; that it is already being used in the Juvenile System that they do plan to use it
t hroughout the crininal justice system and that the savings in annual nmaintenance costs on all the different contracts wll
approxi mate $100, 000 to $120,000. He further stated that Washoe County will own the system and the additional noney is needed for
addi ti onal features.

Brian Mrch, Senior Adm nistrative Analyst, stated that they will now be able to get statistics out of the courts that could not
be done in the past, which is very inportant for decision meking; and that statutorily the funds proposed for this project can
only be used by the courts to either build or inprove on technol ogy.

Commi ssioner Sferrazza stated that he feels this is really opening the door for water tanks, punp stations, etc.; and that he
thinks it should be Ilimted to public safety needs only. Commi ssioner Bond stated that she al so has a concern about all ow ng
utilities to create smaller parcels. M. Young reiterated that | and use designations and the special use permt process would
still apply. The Board requested that information be presented at the second reading as to whether there would ever be any
exceptions to the special use permt requirement as well as the typical lot size for water tanks, etc., and inpact mitigation
measures that are usually required to protect neighbors.

99-431 DI SCUSSI ON - W LDCREEK AND NORTHGATE GOLF COURSES - RSCVA REQUEST FOR BI DS - PARKS

Karen Mull en, Parks and Recreation Director, advised that the Reno-Sparks Convention and Visitor's Authority (RSCVA) is pursuing
the possibility of selling WIdcreek and/or Northgate Golf Courses and is providing an opportunity for public agencies to subnit
proposal s. She stated that proposals are due June 1st and there are many issues the Board shoul d consider in determnm ni ng whether
they wish to negotiate for acquisition of one or both of the golf courses. She reviewed a detailed report outlining the background
and history of the golf courses, market analysis and appraisal information, financial status of the courses, and the issues
concerni ng conpensati on to Washoe County for the water rights that Washoe County supplied for the courses as well as whether
Washoe County is entitled to any conpensation for the Wl dcreek land. A copy of the report was placed on file with the Clerk.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond asked questions concerning the appraisal and how the |and val ues were determ ned, as well as the market

anal ysis, and noted that it appears the area is approaching an excess supply of golf courses. Ms. Millen responded, added that the
rates at public sector courses are |ower, and stated her opinion that the community is probably right on the edge of the bal ance
bet ween supply and demand with the nunber of golf courses in the area.

Conmi ssi oner Shaw asked if the $300,000 paynent commitnent for the treated effluent would create a financial burden for the County
to operate Wldcreek. Ms. Miullen stated there is no question that WIdcreek makes noney, but because of that $300,000 annua
paynment, it would be very difficult to lower the fees at Wl dcreek; that the other real problemwth that is determ ning a val ue
or a purchase price; that depreciation is not being budgeted; and that there will be major renovations needed in the near future
as this is a 20-year old facility.

Conmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that Washoe County should be reinbursed for the water rights as those are a public asset bel ongi ng
to the citizens of Washoe County. He al so discussed financing scenarios and stated that, based on current revenues at these
courses, it would appear that Washoe County would have to raise rates to pay off bonds. Ms. Millen agreed and stated that
Northgate is very marginal but W/ dcreek does have possibilities.

Vahi d Behmaram Departnent of Water Resources, presented a report detailing the water rights connected with the two golf courses,
wi t h backup documentation that included previous County Conmm ssion minute itens, agreenents, correspondence, etc. He stated that
there are three transfers from Washoe County to RSCVA totaling approximately 219 acre feet annually, which he estimted would be
worth approxi mately $1, 000, 000, for which he can find no evidence or docunentation of a formal purchase or conpensation to Washoe
County. Chairman Gal |l oway asked if those water rights were included in the appraisal. Ms. Millen stated that she believes they
were included as if the water woul d be avail abl e.

Chai rman Gal | oway asked why the deed is in Washoe County's name if RSCVA paid for the |and. Legal Counsel Maureen Giswold
expl ained that by law a Fair and Recreation Board cannot sell, purchase, or acquire any property w thout approval of the County
and the County has always held the titles to all of the real property on behalf of RSCVA



In response to the Chairman, M. Behmaram stated that all of the water rights are now being used at Northgate because Wldcreek is
using the treated effluent.

Chairman Gall oway stated that it appears to himthat Northgate is not at all viable when you take $1-mllion worth of water rights
out of the appraisal. Ms. Miullen stated much nore analysis is needed on that.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he thinks the County should take a position that they would like to see Wldcreek continue to be
available to the public without the fees going way up. He further stated that he believes the County should be conpensated for the
wat er rights and should put the RSCVA on notice to that effect; that if it's at all economically feasible, he would like to see
both facilities remain as golf courses; that he feels it would be feasible for Wl dcreek; and that he would be willing to direct
staff to look into the viability of nmaking an offer on W1 dcreek based on the assunption that RSCVA did pay for all the |and and
the County is only holding the title as "trustee". He further stated that he would Iike to hear nore from RSCVA as he questions

t he goi ng concern apprai sal because when you deduct depreciation expense, you don't have enough net incone to pay off a very large
debt .

Phil Keene, President, Reno-Sparks Convention and Visitor's Authority, and Ron West, Vice President of RSCVA ol f Operations,
approached the speaker's podium M. Keene stated that it wasn't an easy decision, but the RSCVA Board of Directors feels that if
the courses can be maintained as golf courses, it would be appropriate to sell themso that those resources could be better
focused in other areas to attract nore tourismto the area. He then responded to issues raised stating that they believe Northgate
has trenmendous potential; that the Northgate i ncone statenent, upon which the appraisal was based, has a $350, 000 per year debt
payment on $3.3-mllion in bonds; that approximately 80 acres of BLM I and at W1 dcreek was appraised very | ow because that is the
very steep hillside east of the golf course; that overcom ng the reverter clause on the Northgate property is going to be
difficult; that the treated effluent is a fully transferable right to any purchaser of WIdcreek; that in another drought
situation, Wldcreek may be the only green golf course within mles; and that other than the $300,000 paynent for that effluent,
there is no debt encunbrance at WIldcreek. He al so expl ained how this $300,000 will go down as other effluent users conme on line
and the costs are shared.

Conmi ssi oner Sferrazza asked M. Keene whether RSCVA has taken a position on the $1-mllion worth of County water rights and

whet her the County would get credit for those. M. Keene stated that the RSCVA has not taken a position on that and suggested that
per haps they woul d have to negotiate sonme kind of settlenment on how nuch was used; that the water was basically used during the
drought and occasionally for fill-in; and that those rights are not used on a regular basis. Conm ssioner Sferrazza asked if those
water rights could be returned to the County. M. Keene stated that they coul d.

Commi ssi oner Bond asked for further clarification. M. West stated that some of the rights are being used; that sone of them had
to be transferred to the Truckee River agreenent for the effluent water; that some still renmmin at Northgate; and that he could
work with County staff to figure it all out. He stated there is still 81 acre feet of groundwater at Northgate.

Chairman Gall oway stated that if the County submitted a proposal it would have to be under the constraint that rates would not be
i ncreased, which would | ower any anount that could be offered. He further stated that he thinks the County has the obligation to
keep the fees affordable, therefore he could not approve a transfer to anyone el se who wouldn't do that. The Chairman stated that
it would be his opinion that the public would be best served by the RSCVA continuing to operate the golf courses.

Sam Dehne, a Reno citizen, stated that a real conflict of interest exists because two of the County Commi ssioners also sit on the
RSCVA board; that he agrees with the statenent that the golf courses are owned by the people and the golfers have already paid for
the courses; and that this amobunts to a public body trying to sell public property back to the same public and making the

t axpayers pay for sonething they already own.

Ms. Sinmon summarized the issues and stated that staff would need direction fromthe Board on the water rights issues, |and
ownershi p issues, whether the County should pursue either one or both courses, etc.
